Color Sergeants gave uj) their lives, and for 
which several others were severely wounded. 
In the collection of flags is the flag uf the 
Kearsarge, which floated over her peak when 
she caused the surrender of the Confederate 
cruiser Alabama; also the first Union Flag 
hoisted in Richmond, Va., after its evacuation. 

The double-barreled shotgun with which CoI« 
onel JBllswobth was shot and killed by Jamks 
F. Jaokaon in the Marshall House, Alexandria, 
Va., is another tragic relic of the early days of 
the Civil War. By its side is the regulation 
army rifle, with sword bayonet, with which the 
death of Ellsworth was promptly avenged by 
Sergeant Frank Brownell, one of his soldiers. 

Among the Confederate exhibits is found the 
military coat worn by Colonel John B. Mosby, 
the ranger. Another Confederate exhibit is a 

lai^e decorated China })unch bowl, the former 

property of rr('«!ident Davis, which was cap- 
tured in the ' W liitc House of tlie Confederac^y" 
when Kiclimond w.i- evacuated.
